‘But these woods have other quall- 
ties to’ recommend them besides 
cheapness. Twenty two per cent of 
the flooring manufactured in Ontario 
is made from the wood of the black 
a.d the yellow birch, the more com- 
mon white or paper birch not usually 
growing to a sufficient size for this 
purpose: Birch ts a hard, strong, 
fine-grained, — reddish-browa wood, 
which takes a high polish and, there- 
for, is very suitable for flooring. It 
can be retained to imitate more expen- 
sive woods, such as mahogany, cher- 
ry or walnut, and, being easily work- 
ed, it is also extensively used for fur- 
niture and interior decoration. 

Becch is une of Ontarlo’s cheapest 
hardwo.ds, the ordinary grades of 
lumber costing only thirteen dollars 
and sixty one cents pe thousand feet, 
board measure. It frequently con- 
stitutes one tenth to one third of the 
cheaper grades of birch flooring, but 
its qualites justify its separeio use, 
for it is strong. fine-grained and so 
hard that !t become: quite slippery in 
time. It is also used for furniture 
to some extent. 

Of the birch and beech used in On- 
tario, ninety per cent of the former 
and ninety eight per cent of the lat- 
ter are home grown. The existing 
supplies of these woods i. Ontario 
are sufficient to meet a much greater 
demand, and as oak and maple are 
growing increasingly dear, it is cer- 
tain that the use of birch and beech 
especialiy for flooring will scon be- 
come much snore widespread.

In your last issue I notice an ar- 
ticle that strikes me very forcibly 
in regard to doing time on our 
pre-emptions.

We certainly can give good reasons 
for the proposition. First, that in- 
stead of staying ofi our homesteads 
for six months out of, each year 
and doing nothing but kill time, 
and not a dollar coming in, on > the 
other hand give us that year and +a 
half and we can do labor or go !nto 
some business that will make us 
some money so that we can invest 
in a few cattle and hogs, or farm 
machinery, or something that will 
help each and every one of us. 
This would certainly be a great ad- 
vantage for the betterment of our 
situation. Second, a great many of 
us, if we have to stay on our home- 
steads one year and a half out of 
the three years many of us in order 
to hold the pre-emption will be 
compelled to mortgage our home- 
stead so that we ean live and pay 
for our pre-emptions, owing to the 
failure of crops in past years. I 
think our government should do 
this for us, without any hesitancy 
and confer a lasting favor on every 
homesteader.

The Crackeman’s Blowpipe Makes 
Harder Steel a Necessity. 
Selence, while alding mankind In all 
sorts of beneficent ways, is at the 
same time aiding the cracksman to 
pursue bis nefarious work with much 
more neatness and dispatch and with 
less danger to himself than ever be- 
fore. The modern burglar now spurns 
the clumsy outfit of crowbar, Jimmies 
and skeleton keys. He knows a trick 
worth a dozen of those. He carries a 
few ounces of nitroglycerin, a cylinder 
or two of oxygen and acetylene and a 
blowpipe. With thege easily concealed 
tools he can force bis way through the 

toughest steel. - 

The blowpipe is the deadly enemy 
which the safe manufacturer is now 
trying, with the aid of science, to cir- 
cumvent. Under the intense beat that 


, it generates the strongest steel crum- 


ples up like paper. A circle some two 
feet in diameter can be cut through 
metal! an inch thick in a few minutes. 

Deadly forces must be handled with 
enre and an exact .knowledge of the 
power of which they are capable. It 


is not for the reckless or the bungler | 


to toy with the blowpipe or nitro- 
glycerin. So Raffles sets fo work to 
acquire a scientific knowledge and 
skill of manipulation that if put to 
some legitimate use might open up to 
him an honorable career, 

Quite recently a safe breaker, whose 
successful career was suddenly balted 
by the law, fairly amazed expert sci- 
entists by the completeness of his ‘li- 
brary, which comprised a valuable col- 
lection of books in French and Ger- 
man written by scientists for presenta- 
tion to technical societies. Me made a 
specialty of the subject of the force of 
the blowpipe on metals. He admitted 
that he had spent three years in this 
study. 
brary was small and compact. 

No sooner does the scientist discover 
some tremendous force than he must 
set to work to counteract that force in 
the hands of the criminal. It is said 
that recent experiments bave produced 
a steel that will even withstand the 
blast of the blowpipe.—Harper's,

If the shopkeeper 
places’ this notice over the door’ the 
persons buying his wares do so on their 
own responsibility. It often bappers 
that excellent pieces of mett are found 
among half putrid bits, If you are in 
luck you carry off one of these pieces. 
If you are not you just happén to carry 
away something else. 
| Incredible as it ay seem, this shop, 
which is one of four similar establish. 
ments in -Berlin, Is visited by thou- 
sands. The Vorwarts related not 
long ago that people had been known 
to wait fourteen hours’ outside these 
shops in order to wbtain a cut of this 
damaged meat at a price within their 
means, and it is nothing unusual for 
‘these hungry citizens of Berlin to wait 
outside the damaged meat shop an en- 
tire night. 

At 6:30 in the morning the doors are 
opened; at 8 the sale of ment begins, 
and at: midnight on one occasion 300 
persons were counted wajting for tbeir 
turn, Most of the visitors to these un- 
savory shops come from a distance, and 
many of them arrive provided with 
stools and old camp chairs on which 
to sent themselves during the weary 
hours of waiting. ‘Tbe patient patrons 
are industrious women mostly, who 
while away the time knitting and sew- 
ing. Children are there often, some- 
times as early as 5 o'clock. — London 
Chronicle. 


ALCOHOL FOR BURNS. 


It Sounds Startling, but It Is Said to 
Effect Wonderful Cures. 

In the children’s hospital, Melbourne, 
Australia, severe burns are treated in 
a novel way by Dr. E. 'T. C. Milligan 
and his assistants, Molsture is rigid- 
ly excluded and alcohol is rubbed in to 
insure perfect cleanliness. The pa- 
, tient Is anaesthetized, usually with 
chloroform, and the burus sre washed 
with sterile gauze wrung out of 70 per 
cent alcohol. The whole surface is 
rubbed vigorously till all dead skin and 
blisters are removed, Then a dressing 
of gauze soaked in alcohol is applied. 

This process is repeated daily. When 
the dressing is removed it pulls dead 
tissue with it. Deep burns shrivel up 
nnd dry and the dead tissue is cut off 
with a scalpel. After about eight days 
—longer in the case of deep burns—the 
pi®ce Is covered with boroglyceride 
siuze or rubber tissue, and it is as- 
_tonishing with what rapidity it heals. 

Patients who have received too great 
n shock to stand an anhesthetic have 
their burns treated for two or three 
, days with a watery saturated solution 
| of picric acid on lint, which every day 
| is carefully lifted but not removed, and 
| more of the solution poured on. By 
the third day, says Dr. Milligan, the 
patient is elther obviously going to die 
or can stand an anaesthetic. 

Dr. Milligan bas lost only one case in 
five months of coustant use of this 
treatment, and this case was compli- 
eated by internal injurles.—New York 
World.

The Correct Mourning. 

There is a tendency nowadays to 
ecurtall the Nnourning period and to 
wear deep eiuring only for funeral 
services. DPérsons who have consider- 
ed the effect of strict mourning attire 
on the wind, on the natures of chil 
dren especially, bave departed from 
strict black and are using ginay, black 
and white or lavender, But for the 
majority of Wuinen the accepted rules 
regarding dress are still observed 

Corréct mourning attire bas been de 
cided by custom, and, if you would fol- 
low the etiquette of this department of 
dress; here ure some of the main 
points to be remembered; ; 

A widow's first mourning is entirely 
black, with the exception of a white 
cerape ruche worn foside the closely 
fitted cap. Black efape is: the only 
trimming. It is used to edge n net 
vell, which is worn after a month, Be- 
fore that time a regular mourning velt 
jg draped over the hat. Crape in nar- 
row folds or pipings should -be nsed 
with discretion. It is very reprelen- 
sible to overdo this. 

The extreme mourning, with very 
wide bands of crape used everywhere, 
is not good style. White orgundie or 
fine on may be used for turned over 
collaPand cuffs, pinned with dull black 
pins, Dull jet Js the only permissible 
jewelry. All gold and precious stones 
must be Inid aside when one is jn deep 
mourning. Diamonds are not consid- 
ered appropriate, even though they are 
white. 

The widow wears her full mourning 
for a year. After this the crape Is 


omitted, but she still weirs black 
crane de chine, Insterless silks, dull 
jet and black cbiffon. 


When six months of this baye pass- 
ed the white and black, gray and lilne 
shades are worn, Whe two years have 
passed colors may be resumed. 

For a cliild a married woman should 
weir just the same mourning for a 
year as she does for a husband. The 
widow's ruché is-oujitted. A mother 
does not wear mourning for very young 
babies. Indeed, the question of weur- 
ing blnck when there are little chil- 
dren in the family bas been decided.in 
favor of discarding mourning. 

When a mother-in-law bas + died 
mourning for one month is woru. This 
does not include erape. After the 
month gray and lilac may be worn. 
Mourning is not observed for other 
relatives of one’s husband. 

Young women who observe fult 
mourning for parents do pot wear 
draped bats or jong veils. Simplicity 
in their black should be the rule. It 
is foolish to: wear full mourning and 
to cling to jewelry and overornamenta- 
tion. Crape ought not to be worn by 
young girls: Six months fs the-time 
for mourning in this ease. After this 
white, white and black, gra’ and liv 
ender should be worn. There ts 2 tend- 
ency to wear white in the summer 
time, which insures comfort and ts 
rapidly becoming the accepted style 
for young women. 

Unmarried women of middle age 
wear the sume mourning for parents 
or nny of the immediate family for 
the same time.
